Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. has asked the Public Utilitie» 
Commission to grant a $4,980,000 
annual rate Increase to meet tha 
costs of increased wages. 
The increase would be in addi­ 
tion to $18,171,000 granted since 
last July. On July 6, the PUC 
authorized rate increases grossing 
the company $11,100,000 annually. 
Another increase of $7,071,000 
was granted Aug. 17 as the result 
of a change in the corporate tax 
law by Congress. 
The company said the effect of 
the new increase, if granted, would 
be relatively small on rates since 
it would be absorbed by more than 
four million telephones in service. 
Ben Gilmer, vice president of 
operations, said the application 
was made to cover union wage 
settlements reached since July 6. 
The cost of these Increased wages 
was not provided in the July 0 
increase, he said.

THRILLING’ 
Looking back on his 40 years of 
law enforcement work, Sellmer de­ 
scribed the job as a thrilling and 
challenging experience. 
It was in 1914 th at Sellmer, then 
in his early 20s. got his first taste 
of law enforcement as deputy con­ 
stable in the Novato area under 
the late Constable Tom Sutton. 
Those were the days when “pesky 
autos” used to exceed the 30 miles 
per hour speed l fnifc and scare 
horses and chickens. 
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to get about $30 a month. “Cus­ 
tomers” hailed into court usually 
got some sample cheese from the 
judge. 
Sellmer had to devise several 
methods to catch speeders because 
his Model T was well known. He 
would hide behind hay stacks or 
dress himself as a bum beside 
some roadside campfire and watch 
for motorists. He used a stop 
watch to clock the cars between 
a measured distance, and would 
then take off after the violators 
who negotiated the distance in too 
short a time. 
An irate violator once declared 
he would fight Sellmer if boxing 
gloves were available. Thereafter 
Sellmer carried a pair of boxing 
gloves in his car for such eventu­ 
alities. He never had occasion to 
use them. Before taking the speed 
cop’s job, Sellmer had done some 
professional boxing in San Fran- 


i cisco arenas. In all his 40 years as 
law' enforcement official, he says 
he never once had occasion to use 
his club or firearm. 
CITED SUPERIOR 
One day Sellmer found a car 
parked on the wrong side of the 
street and called down the driver.

Aireads purchased, and no longer in the 


talking stage, is a 47-acre tract of land north 
of Santa Rosa. On it the county plans to 


erect the buildings which will ease the crowd­ 
ed courthouse situation and provide added 


services for the growing county. 


First two structures, planned for construc­ 


tion next year with occupancy by 1956, aie a 


$120,000 agricultural building and a half 


million dollar geneial offices building.

New Justice Has The Stuff 


President Eisenhower fooled the profes­ 


sional guesscrs on his choice foi the Supreme 
Court vacancy created by the recent passing 
of Justice Robert H. Jackson. U.S. Circuit 


Judge John Marshall Harlan hadn’t even 
been mentioned as a possibility by the \V ash- 


ington gossipers. But aside from his qualifi­ 
cations which are considered quite adequate, 


the new justice couldn’t have a more ap­ 


propriate name or family background. John 


Marshall, you will recall if you’re up on 
your American history, was Chief Justice of 
the United States from 1801 to 1855 and is 
probably the most famous of the nation s top 


jurists. The grandfather of the new justice 


was also a Supreme Court member and 


served from 1877 to 1911. Grandfather John 


M. Harlan delivered a minority decision in 


1896 in which he held that it was unconsti­ 


tutional to segregate Negroes on railroad 


trains. All the other justices saw it differ­ 
ently, but Supreme Court today agrees with 


his view. If Associate Justice John Marshall 


Harlan is anything like the great Chief Jus­ 


tice he was named after or like his grand* 


daddv, he’ll do all right on the Supreme 


Court bench.

FO R E X A M PLE, this year an 
African native politician disap­ 
peared on a campaign tour and 
presumably was consumed by his 
constituents. The average voter, 
no matter what his politics, con­ 
siders such a thing unjustified,

of

stand on the tariff or whether 
he favored legalizing bingo. 
Your true 
gourmet, 
on 
the 
other hand, would be interested 
only in how the politician was 
cooked, w’hat kind of sauce was 
employed, and what kind of wine 
would be proper for the occasion. 
I M EN TIO N T H IS only because 
I have again foundered in my 
efforts to become a gourmet. The 
piece de resistance in this case 
was not a politician, but some-

thing even more vulnerable called 
a grive. 
I have been journeying through 
Belgium with a group of Ameri­ 
can travel writers, and life has 
been one banquet after another. 
The food in the Ardennes is won­ 
derful at this time of year and

wild boar steaks that make or­ 
dinary pork pallid in comparison.

It looked somehow like a 
baby that needed a diaper. 
Hunger left me at once. But 
feebly I took off a morsel with 
my fork. It was dark and gamey, 
and I had a hard time swallow­ 
ing it. 
T H E B EL G IA N sportsman sit­ 
ting next to me noticed my dif­ 
ficulty. 
“Very delicious.” he said, kiss­ 
ing his fingers. Then he showed 
me how to eat a grive. He ripped 
the bird apart,, wolfed it down, 
then—at first I thought this was 
an optical illusion—thrust 
the 
head in his mouth and demol­ 
ished it with great gusto. 
Fighting down an urge to get 
up and run, I asked him what 
a grive was. As best I could un­ 
derstand his 
explanation, 
fil­ 
tered through my forgotten year 
of college French, he said: 
“ A G R IV E IS A thrush, game 
bird here. We trap it. It is a very 
greedy bird, and its greed is its 
own undoing. When it thrusts its 
head 
through a small looped 
snare to get at a berry, the noose 
tightens around its throat and 
hangs it.” 
“A grive is a thrush is a thrush 
is a thrush.” The words rang 
through my mind. I remembered 
how as a Boy Scout I prowled 
through the woods identifying 
different birds to win a merit 
badge. W hat 
would 
my 
old 
scoutmaster think of me now, 
sitting here with a cooked, sweet- 
singing thrush on my plate?

Since reading the account in 
the paper of the 
shooting

bring to the attention of your 
paper the constant trespassing 
and shooting of birds and sea­ 
gulls on my property at San 
Quentin.* In many instances, it 
has not only proved annoying to 
the tenants, but to many of the 
residents in San 
Quentin 
V il­ 
lage. 


I am not going to 
put 
this 
blame on the kids at all, because 
the boys who have trespassed on 
my property are very nice boys 
and never once have they been 
sassy. But they feel as long as 
their parents do not show to 
them the wrong they are doing, 
they feel as though I have no 
right as an owner to keep them 
off the property. 


Now’, these boys are the same 
age as the boys who have been 
on the Heller property, 10 or 12 
years old and are inexperienced 
in the handling of firearms and 
in my estimation physically not 
able to handle shot guns and 
rifles. 


I would like to know if the 
laws of the state of California 
permit boys of this age to roam 
on private property and annoy 
people whenever they see fit to 
do so. Seems to me that the au­ 
thorities 
should take steps to 
drive home to the parents the 
wrong-doing of their sons and 
daughters and try to show them 
what harm can eventually hap­ 
pen and probable tragedies come 
out of handling firearms.

For the 
most part, supporters of Silli­ 
man, who wrested control of the 
Assembly from what generally is 
known as the more conservative 
bloc in 1953 are behind Lincoln 
as a successor. 


ON THE O THER side of the 
fence, there is H. Allen Smith, 
assemblyman from Los Angeles 
County, who aspires to the posi­ 
tion. 
Smith has been In the Assem­ 
bly since 1949. He and Lincoln 
were “ freshman” legislators the 
same year, and are both start­ 
ing their fourth terms in the 
house next year.

Lincoln men, it was reported, 
based their hopes for a definite 
majority on a caucus of Demo­ 
cratic members held recently in 
Fresno.

TH E S IZ E OF

ly will be, it will not begin with 
an inernational circus, but with 
private conversations. 
While there is no chance that 
the West will agree to this con­ 
ference, or to any conference to

T H E IR IM M ED IA T E problem

If it is read constructively, it 
offers an excellent basis of ne­ 
gotiation with the Soviet Union. 
It w’ould be a negotiation for a 
general and reciprocal limitation 
of armaments in the whole of 
Europe. 


ONCE TH E LONDON agree­ 
ments are ratified, the West will 
be able to say to the East: 
“ We have put a ceiling on the 
size of the forces which are to 
be mamtained between the Elbe 
River and the Atlantic Ocean. 
W ill you do the same for the 
forces that are to be maintained 
between the Elbe and the Urals? 
If so, then we shall have put all 
the forces on the European con­ 
tinent under a limitation openly 
agreed to. We can then negotiate 
for a reduction of the lize of 
these forces, and particularly on 
the size of the forces which are 
to be maintained in close con­ 
tact within Germany.” 
A 
general, 
even 
t h o u g h 
small, agreed reduction of the 
forces now deployed between the 
Urals and the 
Atlantic 
would 
greatly relax the tension in Eu­ 
rope. It w’ould not be in itself a. 
general settlement of the Ger­ 
man question or of the related 
questions of Eastern Europe. But 
it would enable Europe to live 
more easily and 
securely 
with 
these problems, and perhaps in 
the course of time 
to 
outlive 
them. 


W E SHOULD NOT confuse a 
plan of this sort with the Idea 
of a global reduction of arma­ 
ments. This would be a reduction 
of armaments within a region— 
that of the European continent 
—and not a reduction of the ar­ 
maments in being throughout the 
world. 


It would be more like what is 
happening in Korea, with the 
withdrawal of Chinese and Am­ 
erican divisions, than what is 
being talked about at the United 
Nations in New York. 
But 
it 
might be the practical next step 
in the effort to relax the tension 
and to reduce the danger of war.

Louis R. Moretti of San Rafael, 
president of a Berkeley chemical 
and mineral firm, was one of 64 
business, professional and indu: - 
trial leaders throughout the coun­ 
try attending the recent Joint Civ­ 
ilian Orientation Conference con­ 
ducted by the Defense Department. 
The nineteenth semi - annual 
conference included a tour of. dc 
fense installations on the Atlantic 
Coast and a six-hour conference 
at the Pentagon in Washington. 
Moretti was one of three Cali­ 
fornia men attending the confer­ 
ence. 
He has lived at 100 Palm 
avenue. San Rafael, for the past 
three years, and prior to that lived 
at Mill Valley since 1903. 
Moretti said he received two 
basic impressions during the con­ 
ference, first, “the very apparent 
competence of the leadership in 
all branches of the Defense De­ 
partm ent.'’ and second, "the seri­ 
ous 
personnel 
problems 
under 
which the military establishment 
is operating.' 
At 
the 
Pentagon 
conference, 
Moretti said various department 
secretaries, generals and admirals 
explained their objective was ade­ 
quate 
military 
preparedness 
at 
minimum cost. 
Their main effort is aimed at 
keeping ahe..d of any potential 
enemy in advanced design and 
modest production of the best that 
intensive research can provide. 
They compared the five months 
and $20,000 required to train a 
fighter pilot during World I with 
the 18 months and nearly $70,000 
presently required to train a fight­ 
er pilot. 
Moretti was a World 
War I fighter pilot. 
Other personnel problems beset­ 
ting the military, Moretti said he 
learned 
during 
the 
conference, 
concern pay to personnel, bene­ 
ficiary payments and “fringe" ben­ 
efits. 
During the tour, Moretti was 
given a flight in a jet airplane at 
Elgin Air Force Base in Florida, 
and toured the huge Fort Ben- 
ning.

During the day the trucks 
serviced the growing subdivision 
and contractor needs in Marin 
County. Then from 3 to 9 p.m. in 
an intensive six-week operation, 
the trucks were swung over to 
feeding the concrete pumpers that 
lined the parallel tunnel.

An additional day's pay for each time that an engineer is re­ 


quired TcTchange 
from one locomotive to another during his tour 


of duty; and also an additional day’s pay for each engineer for 


each time that a diesel unit is added to or detached from hit 


diesel locomotive while he is on the run. 


It should be understood that a diesel locomotive may consist of one power 


unit operating singly or two or more hooked up together. Units may be added or 


detached during the run, to provide additional or less power, depend,ng on the 


load to be hauled or other factors. 


Ad d in g or detaching a diesel unit involves very little work. The air hoses have 


to be coupled or uncoupled. Electric power connections must be plugged in or 


unplugged . . . not much different from plugging in a television set. For this the 


engineers want an additional day s pay. 


So let’s see what the effect of this rule change would be in dollars and cents. 


W e show below a table of payments for jobs, between Sonoma and Willits, 


during the month of October. W e also show the number of diesel units added 


and detached, and the additional pay that would have been required if the pro- 


posed rule had been in effect.

A s we have previously stated, we are perfectly willing to submit these de­ 


mands of the Brotherhood to arbitration. The Brotherhood, however, has refused. 


If the Brotherhood were willing to submit the matter to arbitration, the strike 


could be over tomorrow.

Irrepressible Bufano's Art 
Published In New Album

O utside the San R afael High 
School a rt wing stan d s a granite 
statu e of Louis P asteur. 
Affec­ 
tionately 
called 
Louie 
by 
s tu ­ 
dents, decorated during football 
contests, once tarred 
and 
fea­ 
thered 
by 
a rival 
school, 
the 
statu e of the one-tim e contro­ 
versial scientist is becoming p art 
of th e school tradition. 
Its creator no less a co ntro­ 
versial figure and affectionately 
know n as B enny is sculptor B en­ 
iam ino B ufano called 
by 
some 
a rt critics th e genius of his time. 
T his week “A B ufano Album ” 
photographed by H arry Bowden 
and published by B ern Porter of 
Sausalito was released, h ig hligh t­ 
ing B ufano’s a rt career. 
P erh ap s no o ther 
a rtist has 
been the center of more contro­ 
versial issues, been embroiled in 
m ore personal feuds, caused m ore 
storm y civic sessions th a n Bu- 
ian o —and all for the sake of art. 
He has been cham pioned and 
denounced in term s no less th a n 
dram atic. His art is found in the 
m ajo r cities of the U nited States, 
Prance, Sweden, G erm any, R u s­ 
sia and China. 
Valued for th o u ­ 
sands of dollars he h as never 
financially 
profited 
from 
his 
works. 
ENGLAND’S astute critic and 
painter, Roger Pry, has called 
his black granite statue of St. 
Francis of Assisi “the most sig­ 
nificant piece of sculpture done 
within five h u nd red years.” T he 
F rench m aster sculptor Maillol 
said, “for America he (B ufanoi 
is a trium ph, she has a t last 
given us one great sculptor.” 
His 
nam e 
first 
appeared 
in 
new spapers 
in 
1915 
and 
since 
then has been favorite news copy. 
A 
form er 
Sausalito 
resident, 
now living in S an Francisco, he 
has traveled 
twice around th e 
world, often his p ortraits paying 
his passage, spent 12 years in the 
O rient, lived w ith S un Y at-S en 
and M ohandas G a n d h i but a l­ 
ways returned from his travels 
to th e bay area. 
RECENTLY E dw ard R. M ur- 
row published his philosophy in 
th e book “T his I Believe” and 
a u th o r H enry Miller says of B u­ 
fano, “T he legend which he has 
created is only a preface to th e 
m yth w hich will come with his 
passing and probably outlast the 
h a rd m aterials he h a s employed. 
He has n o t buried him self in 
his 
work. 
He 
h a s 
dedicated 
himself to the service of m a n ­ 
kind.” 
BENIAMINO 
BUFANO 
was 
born Oct. 14, 1898 in the town 
of San Fele n ear Rome. 
From 
his m other he inherited a love 
for philosophy, poetry an d a rt 
and from his fa th e r a singularly 
obstinate a ttitu d e in his beliefs. 
His 
father, supporter of the I ta l­ 
ian liberal G aribaldi, later wrote 
the life of G aribaldi, incurred the 
w rath of the Pope and his church 
and had to flee Italy as a po­ 
litical refugee. 
Tw o-year-old 
B eniam ino B u ­ 
fano was brought to New York 
to live. 
As a youngster he e n ­ 
joyed art and when old enough 


entered the A rt Students League. 
He studied w ith Jam es Fraser, 
H erbert Adams and Paul M an- 
ship. 
It was while working with 
sculptor 
M anship 
th a t 
B ufano 
designed th e buffalo found on 
the nickle. 
While still in his 
teens he left the Art Students 
League to create the San F r a n ­ 
cisco Palace of Fine Arts panels 
for the 1915 P anam a-P acific Ex­ 
position. 
D uring th a t time Mrs. 
H arry Payne W hitney offered a 
$500 art aw ard for the best por­ 
trayal of w hat America has done 
for 
her 
im m igrants. 
Sculptor 
B ufano offered a boy in his im ­ 
m ig ran t group with an engraved 
biblical inscription ‘I cam e unto 
my own and my own received me 
n o t’ and prom ptly won the first 
prize. 
His talen t recognized, art 
critics ran reviews in bay area 
and New York papers. 


ADVISED by his m other “son 
if you wish to know and to learn 
about God, people and h um an ity 
do not h a n g too long around 
your m o th e r’s skirts,” Bufano left 
in 1918 for the Orient. 
Seven­ 
teen and stranded in C hina he 
worked for a while as a labor­ 
er, learned th e Chinese secret for 
glazed pottery and m et Sun Y at- 
Sen w ith whom he lived for 3 ’^ 
years. He still carrier a souvenir 
of 
his stay 
with 
the Chinese 
leader.a bullet-scarred hand. 
It 
happened while he was working 
on a stone p o rtra it of the presi­ 
dent. 
Needing more 
m aterials 
from the village, Bufano decided 
to. scale th e wall of Sun Y at- 
S e n ’s h ead qu arters ra th e r th a n 
take the conventional long route. 
U nfortunately a new guard m is­ 
took him for a would-be assassin 
and fired but was stopped be­ 
fore taking aim 
again. 
“W ho 
knows I m igh t not be here today 
if he had 
taken 
th at 
second 
shot,” said Bufano. 
Now a statu e of Sun Y at-Sen 
stand s in St. Mary's Square, a 
gift from 
B ufano to the 
San 
Francisco Chinese. 


FROM CHINA Bufano traveled 
to India where he m et and lived 
with G and hi whom he calls the 
“C hrist of our age,” and traveled 
on to Africa to visit with the 
native tribes. 


He returned to San Francisco 
in 1921 to teach at the C alifor­ 
n ia School of Fin# Arts and was 
dismissed 
in 1923 
because his 
m odern 
m ethods 
were 
turn in g 
the conservative elements topsy 
turvy. 
His feuds with the school 
officials supplied news headlines 
for days. 


L ater B ufano opened his own 
school only to have it closed be­ 
cause he was too interested in 
teaching 
to pay 
attention to 
financial m atters. 


He believes 
th at the "true a r ­ 
tist lives 
for his a rt which he 
loves, not for securing fleeting 
earthly pleasures.” 
The g re a t­ 
ness of his a rt Is not denied but 
always considered just a little 
too m odern by the conservatives. 
He waged a verbal war with the 
conservative mem bers of the San 
Francisco 
Art 
Commission 
in 
1937 when they frowned on his 


proposed project of building a 
180-foot stainless steel statue of 
St. Francis of Assisi on top of 
Twin Peaks as a m on um ent to 
San Francisco.

Bufano's own philosophy h a s 
kept him financially poor.

chose the profession of an a rtist 
by choice an d th a t of poverty 
by proxy of m a n ’s inhum anity to 
m an,” he said. 
He has given 
some 50 pieces of sculpture to th e 
City of San Francisco where they 
can be seen in th e parks, squares 
and entrances to housing devel­ 
opments. 
“My gift comes from h u m a n ­ 
ity and it goes back to h u m a n ­ 
ity.” 
The 
artist 
wrho was advised 
by his fa th e r not to become a 
sculptor because “it was too noble 
a profession for this world” was 
the first to initiate steel as a 
new m edium . 
Fam ous for his 
use of simplicity 
and 
stra ig h t 
lines, 
B ufan o 
enjoys 
working 
with all of th e available m a ­ 
terials for each he believes h a s 
a character of its own, each is 
a challenge. 
T he artist, h e says is n o thing 
more th a n a sponge, sensitive to 
w hat is h ap p en in g in society an d 
registers it for the time 
th a t 
comes after.” 
Bufano has re ­ 
corded his observations in im ­ 
perishable m aterials. 
BELIEVING th a t we are living 
in “new spaper civilization w here 
we are scared 
o f our shadow ” 
and th a t culture is a t an all tim e 
low-, the only th in g the T w en ­ 
tieth C entury can boast says B u­ 
fano is the U nited Nations. “I t 
Is the only effective thing h u ­ 
m anity has given.” 
“It will serve to reach a day 
where we m ay enjoy each o th e r 
in a world of oneness.”

It's true that dealers 
will still have them for sale a 
month fiom now’, but for best 
growth 
they 
belong 
in 
the 
ground now and not in the bins. 
Tulins, daffodils, and hyacinths, 
on the other hand, can bo safely 
planted ur> until Cristmas time. 
They prefer ‘‘cooler” ground con­ 
ditions. 


T l B E R O V S 
B E G O N I A S

These beauties would grow th ir­ 
teen months of the year if per­ 
mitted! Bu t Nature decrees that 
the bulbs rest for about three 
months in order to develop fine 
blooms. Chances are that it will 
be necessary not only to with­ 


hold water from the plants, but 


dig them, tops and all, and heel 


in boxes 
until

foliage drops off. Then store the

Do >ou remember the curled, 
ciistored, greyish leaves on your 
peach and nectarine 
trees 
last 
spring? Now is the time to make 
sure you 
don't 
have 
another 
siege of this leaf curl next spring. 
Leaf curl is caused by a fun­ 
gus that attacks the small leaf­ 
lets as bud tracks open and the 
leaflets emerge. It is a very ea^y 
fungus to control with sprays ap­ 
plied at the proper time. 
The fungus spores develop and 
live over on the tree in the sum­ 
mer time. Then, when the mois­ 
ture and 
temperature 
become 
favorable 
for 
fungus 
growth, 
these spores build up and spread. 
SPRAYING WITH a bordeaux 
mixture or a fixed copper spray 
m aterial will control 
leaf curl 
when applied in the fall. A good 
coverage over the tree is neces­ 
sary for control. 
Copper being a heavy material 
does not stay in solution unless 
agitated constantly. If there is 
not even.distribution of the m a­ 
terial through the solution, the 
spray well not be too effective as 
a control. 
There is another fungus that 
can be controlled at this time 
also. The 
fungus 
that 
causes 
cracks in the bark of twigs of 
peach, nectarine 
and 
apiicot. 
Heavy attacks of blight will se­ 
verely stunt trees as it may cause 
killine of young twigs. Bordeaux 
mixture is used for this control. 
It can be obtained at nurseries 
or garden supply stores. Follow 
the m anufacturer’s directions on 
the container. 
TRFI S AND S H R l’BS that are 
infested WitTT scaleTnsects should 
be spraytd with oil sprays during 


the winter period after the bark 
has been wet by the rains. There 
i 
less danger of oil burn at this 
time. Oil sprays will also kill the 
pegs of the spider mite that have 
been deposited on the bark of 
the trees. 
In order to obtain a good con­ 
trol of fungus and 
insects, 
a 
thorough coverage of the tree or 
shrub is necessary. Shake or s1 : 
your spray mixture often in or­ 
der to keep the material in solu­ 
tion at all times. 
The manufacturer 
has 
given 
the directions for 
use 
of 
the 
product for spraying. Read and 
follow these very 
carefully. 
A 
better control will be had by fol­ 
lowing the reeommendaVons. If 
a little does good, a whole 
lot 
more won’t do 
any 
better. In 
fact, it may do harm. 
Spraying for fupgus control is 
a preventive measure, not a cure 
after it has become active. 


Sweet Peas 
Every California garden should 
have a row of sweet peas to sup­ 
ply fragrant cut flowers in the 
spring. Sweet peas always grow 
better where they receive m orn­ 
ing and forenoon sun only. (H o t 
afternoon sun burns the bloom.) 
Richt now is the time to plant 
seeds of the

strain 
• giant 18-inch stems with 5 to 7 
or more flowers per stem) or the 
old-fashioned, 
late-f 1 o w ering 
Spencers, or 
the 
Cuthbertson 
strain. 
If November 
rains

stand around the plants, move 
them to another location, or in ­ 
stall tile drains if the condition 
is very serious. Waterlogged soil 
ha1 a choking effect on the root1, 
hence growth is impaired.

A Danish postal clerk had the 
idea 50 years ago. that Christ­ 
mas Seals sold to decorate holi­ 
day cards and packages could 
raise money to fight TB.

Many Marin residents will op 
in a native stone country chapel 
in Jack 1 o n d o n ' s beautiful Val­ 
ley of the Moon next month 
when 84 youths, of many ra<• 
and creeds, express their gro* - 
tude for the kindness of Cali­ 
fornians. 
The youngsters are the citizens 
of California’s own “boys’ town.” 
Hanna Hoys’ Center, near So­ 
noma. Th“ chapel ceremoni s. on 
Dec. 4. will celebrate the fifth 
anniversary of the opening of 
the attractive little “town'' for 
neglected boys. 
The lads have one import »nt 
common bond: they had no home 
until they came to Hanna Cen­ 
ter 
They all were bewildered 
youths whose early lives had 
been marred by broken homes, 
poverty, 
parental 
neglect 
and 
even by complete abandonment. 
They have a special reason for 
celebration this year Labor and 
management members of Cali­ 
fornia’s construction i n d u s t r y 
have donated three new cottage, 
which will provide for many more 
boys. 
AN APPEAL FOR FI NOS 
In 
1945, 
more 
than 
55.000 
warm-hearted 
Westerners 
re­ 
sponded when a group of Cali­ 
fornia labor, business and pro­ 
fessional leaders, recognizing the 
need for a “boys’ town” in the 
rapidly-growing 
Golden 
State, 
organized an appeal for funds 
to build such a home In 1948. 
ground-breaking ceremonies were 
directed 
by Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen. A year later, Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, then Governor of 
California, made the speech of 
dedication prior to the opening 
of the Center. 
More than 350 youngsters have 
bpen to Hanna Center, and ap­ 
plications 
for 
admission 
have 
poured in by the hundreds from 
all of the Western states How­ 
ever. the great majority of boys 
have come from California com­ 
munities. 
The non-profit center is sup­ 
ported principally by contribu­ 
tions 
from 
Californians. 
The 
home’s director, the Rev. William 
L O’Connor, Is aided in his ef­ 
forts to maintain and expand the 
home by his hard-working volun­ 
teer board of directors, made up 
of leading laymen from many 
California 
counties. 
P r e s e n t 
chairman of this board is Charles 
L Harney, San Francisco engi­ 
neering contractor. 
Marin C ounty representatives 
are Judge N. Charles Brusa- 
tori, San Rafael, and Frank 
M. Buckley, San Anselmo, and 
R. P. Paoli of I>el Mesa. The 
Centers 
executive 
secretary. 
James E. Muldoon, lives in 
Sausalito. 
MORE ROOM NEEDED 
The chief efforts of the di­ 
rector now are centered upon 
making provision for the home’s 
expected increase in population 
b:* building additional classrooms, 
and a vocational school where 
the boys can be taught the ele­ 
ments of a trade. His success, he 
says, depends upon public re­ 
sponse to an annual letter of 
appeal which he sends, for the 
boys, to many California homes. 
“If,” he says, “everyone who 
has a child, or sympathy for a 
homeless child, would set aside 
a dollar a year for Hanna t’en-

lation tomorrow.”

Staff members at Hanna Cen­ 
ter 
concentrate 
upon 
making 
the Center as homelike as pos­ 
sible. and regimentation is avoid­ 
ed. The boy’s daily routine con­ 
forms as closely as possible to 
that of the average boy in any 
normal home. He learns moial 
and spiritual values; he has his 
academic and vocational train­ 
ing: he has his “chores” to do 
each day. and he has the time 
for recreation so necessary to the 
growth of any normal boy. His 
day is a continuous process of 
growth and development toward 
productive, respectful citizenship 
—morally, mentally and physi­ 
cally. For the average lad, his 
years at the Sonoma haven are 
proving to be the best years of 
his young life. 


GRADUATES OF THE HOME 
The youths, who usually are 
between 11 and 15 upon admis­ 
sion. can be kept at the home 
until they complete the second 
year of high school. They then 
go wherever it is most likely that 
their growth will continue, often 
to foster homes. Other “gradu­ 
ates” are serving in the armed 
forces. One gave 
his life in 
Korea. 
The center’s primary aim is 
to accept the boy whose circum­ 
stances are such that he 
is, 
through little or no fault of his 
own, “pre-delinquent,’ or a 
po­ 
tential 
delinquent”; 
to accept 
him before he makes a misstep 
which will prove costly to him ­ 
self and to society. Today, the 
Center’s directors believe that 
this policy of preventing delin­ 
quency before it becomes a fact 
has been successful. 
One director, Police Commis­ 
sioner J. Warnock Walsh of San 
Francisco, summed up their feel­ 
ings with this statement : “Hanna 
Center can make a dozen good 
citizens for the cost of just one 
criminal.”

The music of the^e poetic lines 
carry me away, but they are a 
little difficult to understand and 
interpret. We need not pierce the 
heavens to find God, for« He is 
with us here on earth all through 
our lives. 
The verses five to nine remind 
us of a previous lesson in Job 
when the Lord a-ked him if he 
was present when the founda­ 
tions of the earth were laid. No 
doubt you remember it 
“HE SENDF.TH THE springs 
into

to every beast of the field; the 
wild asses quench 'their thirst. 
“By them shall the fowls of the

What a beautiful picture these 
words of the psalmist give us.
